Alliance of ISir..

BISMARCK'S DIPLOMACY. 

Russia and Austria were bound to 
clash, and Bismarck felt that he had 
to choose a side In the negotiations 
which ensued. At a conference In Ber- 
lin, MIsmarck allied himself with Eng- 
land and Austria. Russia thereupon 
gave up her policy of a greater Bul- 
carla. It now became neces.sary for 
Hlsmarek to form a different combin- 
ation. In 1S7!» a treaty was entered 
Into by Cermany .-md Austria giving n 
reciproc.il pledge reKanllnt; co-opera- 
tion in the event of ngcresslon by 
either Franco or Russia. Three years 
later the léhgue was enlarged by the 
inclusion of Italy. This league was 
purely a defensive one. 

Between 1879 and 1890 Bismarck 
exerted very clever diplomacy in keep- 
ing France and Russia apart. Tn 
this he was assisted by the .assasslna- 
I tlon of Czar Nlcholan IT. and by the 
I n. parent Instability of the third Prencli 
! Ilepubllc. Alexander, the successor to 
; Nicholas, was unwilling to any himself 
with so weak a nation. A secret treaty 
entered into In 1884 between Germany 
I and Russia led to the dismissal of 
I Hlsmarek . 

When Wllhelm IT. ascended the 
throne he possessed advantages In 
Anglo-Ruaalan enmity and Anglo- 
French rivalry In Egypt. This diplo- 
ma tl cant.igonlsm was as much 
strength to Germany as waa the Triple 
Alliance, said i\ft lecturer. 

In 1891 Russia and France finally 
reached an understanding regarding 
Joint action for defensive purposes. 
This alliance was f>f itrent advanla;,'!' 
to France, for nt tb:it time she w.-oi 
without a frienil Iti Kurniie. The >eiir 
1H94 was an Iniporlanl Mar lo' ihe 
development of Ihe slIiiMlion. In th:il 
yenr Alexamler III. w.'is socceeil,',! by 
Nlclinlas II. and in tb» same y,';ir w;U' 
liroke out between •"Iilna and .lapnn. 
reverillnk' for the first time tlie po- 
leiitlnlitles of .I.ipan. To cluck .lajian 
In llielr ambitions on the Chinese 
mainland. Germany and llnssia, in (he 
spring of IBS.";, came tt)getlier. and 
made a fpeclal agreement to oust her 
from the possessions which she had 
acquired. France also entered this 
league to stand by her ally, Russia. 
Besides taking away Japan's posses- 
sions, the league acted in the East 
agalnrt Kntland's trade.

The following letter from A. Tucker, 
a former Wesleyan student, deals with 
Ihe routine life and a few of tlie ad- 
ventures of the men of the 9th Am- 
bulance, with which he is stationed 
at the front:

Wo remember with 
pleasure the Canada wo have left bi- 
ll'id; we ,ire liappy to know lb:il 
"".irada remi inln rs us. We have many 
loktns of this from known and un- 
known friends. ... 1 am now m;ik 
ii"-; arrancements for my Chrislnia.- 
dinner to be sent to IJclglum, perhajis 
France, and possibly even to Germany. 
Kitchener knew what he was talking 
abt)ut when he said Three years.' The 
ninth) is now completing its fourth 
mot<th 6n active service, and we have 
hud new and exciting experiences. The 
early days of June were the most try- 
ing we have yet experienced, as well 
as the most dancerous. It may be that 
wi shall find ourselves in slnillar po- 
sitions many limes ilurint; the Sum- 
mer montlis, but I make no apology 
for saying tliai v.e have lasteil war, 
and we have no deslrp to drink deep. 
The press has >;iven you a ilestriiition 
of the battle, I know, and some of 
the other boys have written you since, 
so I am preeunilng that you already 
have a history of those never-to-be- 
forgotten days. As a unit, we. have 
been fortunate. We have sufferefl the 
loss of an officer and a private. The 
tragic part of their loss was that they 
were both on special duty with a bat- 
t:)Jion when they met tluir fate. Some 
have fallen sick and a few have been 
shell-shocked, but our losses are 
sIlKht. It seems miraculous how men 
rail lusr.ijie these legions of .'hells. \'ery 
few are wnunded ns Ihe rrsuîl of rifle 
bullets. Oas has d<m,> nolhini; to as- 
sist the enemy In thl.s section, as far 
as I can gather from the wounded that 
pass through our hands. Tear gas ag- 
gravates the eyes, and this we have

COLLEGE SPIRIT. 

The vliat aiul why of College Spirit aro the two things about it 
■which appear unanswerable to the one who eonsitlers tliis seeiuiugly 
simple phrase. It is easy enough for a College Mari^ understand 
it every time he wati'lu-s the team representing his Alma Mater 
struggling with some other team for supremacy on the campus or on 
the ice, lie bristles with it at the mere insinuation that the stauilanl 
of his collcpo is not as( liigli as that of some other. But -were you 
to ask liini i'ov the why or wlicrcforc, lie vduUI in niiifty-nine cases 
out of u Imniircil answer tiiat ho didn't aiiow. Possibly Jie might 
say "Because I love my college." Is that a satisfactory answer! I 
liardly thinlt so. What is it lie lovesî— His college. Very well, 
what is that? The name of the place? The fellows? The faculty? 
No; just the college iLself, lie couldn't tell you what it is, for he 
docs not know himself, but he is perfectly willing to go on the "grid 
iron" or the ice, and figiit until he drops, riming the risk of being 
maimed for life, or he is equally willing to spend weeks, even months, 
studying iiway, all by Iiimself in his lonely room, that he may l)e 
able to do credit on the debating platform to the college he loves 
so dearly. 

Some people may say: "Well, as far as athletics go, he plays for 

the mere love of the game itself." Unt 1 tliink yon will find on 
inquiry, that at least seventy-five per cent, of the college athletes 
do not play for the mere love of the game. If you ask almost any 
of them, if they jilay because they are foiul of it, they will answer: 
"No, I wouldn't play at all if it were not for the college." 

College Spirit, then, is that strange feeling which is immanent 
ill every true college man and which impels and incites him to the 
highest aud noblest deeds. The words with which one seeks to 
e:iplain it seems to elude one altogether. They may be "on the 
point of one's tougue," but just as they are about to be spoken or 
written, they suildenly i)a.ss away. In fact it completely baffles 
description. And yet it is, beyond a doubt, the strongest motive 
force in a college man's life. 

Sonie of tlie men who come to college are full of the spirit bo- 
fore they;ire half through their Freshman year. Some, on the other 
hand, do not begin to know what it is until away on in the latter 
part of their Junior year, or even perhaps till their Senior year. To 
this latter class belong the fellows who come to college with only 
one idea in their head, namely, to study, — to study their classes and 
nothing more. They do not want to have anything to do with coll- 
ege life, and in this way they miss the best jiart of their education. 
Frequently here at McGill, we have had instances like this, and some 
of us here have heard these very men get up at Senior Supper and 
say that they would willingly give half of their marks in cla.sses for 
a little bit of a record in athletics. Others say that they wish they 
had taken a more active part in the social life . Now I am not de- 
])reeiating tlic stiulcnt at all for it is far, far from my thoughts to 
do anything of the kind, for I admire the man Avho does good work 
in his classes as well as anybody does. But the man who does noth- 
ing but that is not the kind of man that McGill wants, at any rate. 
Our Alma Mater wants to turn out the very best men in the country, 
and if she is to do this, the men must be "all-round" men. These 
are the men who will reflect credit on their Alma Mater. The men 
who have taken broad views at college, will take broad views in 
after life. 

Some people sa.v, "Nonsense! This is, an age of specialization 
when a man must concentrate his mind on a certain narrow patli 
if he is to succeed." Well, that is true if your idea of success in life 
is limited to high attainment in one direction and one direction 
only. But it is .just through this all too prevalent idea, that the re- 
spect ami ailniiratidii for culture is gradually dying out. In the 
mad rush for wealth and fame the studies of such subjects as Ancient 
History, Philosophy, and the Classics are being neglected and rele- 
gated to the bai-kground. If this thing is carried to its ultimate 
end, it means that man will eventually become the equivalent of a 
mere machine, capable of doing one thing, or series of things and 
that only. The greatest advantage that .a college education can 
Jiave, aud the end which it attempts to realize, is to broaden the 
mind. Wlieif this result has been accomplished, then, and not until 
then, is it time to turn our attention to specializing. 

The niiiii who, (luring his course, has been full of College Spirit, 
is much more likely, when his student days are past and he has i)e. 
come 8 man of the world, to take a deeper interest in the govern- 
ment of his coiiiitry ami all other, and all other things in which a 
good citizen should take an active part. 

A man imbued with true College Spirit does not cease working 
for the welfare of his college when he graduates. Rather his sjihere 
of labour enlarges, lie must keep in mmd that the people about 
him are watching him, criticizing him and forming their ideas of 
his Alma Mater to a large extent by the kind of life he Uvea and 
the success which he attains. If he is anywhere within reasonable 
distance of his University he will keep on the look-out for men who 
intend studying for a profession and do all in his powey to persuade 
them to enter his [.articular college in preference to any other. He 
will also keep in touch with the college life as much asj^ossiblc 
by keeping uji his connection with the different societies and hy 
becoming an active immher of the fîraduates' Society, 

A man should hold the honour of his AUna Mater as high as he 
holds his own. lie should endeavour to keep her reputation as pure 
and tinsullied as his own. True College Sjiirif should give a man 
this feeling. "Play to tviti; but lose honourably rather than win 
dishonourably" should be the motto of every college man. 

College Spirit, — love of one's Alma Mater are ihç things that 
should insiiiri' a man to the noblest ilceds. So let us fosfi r what we 
hâve of fliis strange indescribable something, which we term 'Coll- 
ege Spirit,' and use it to the best possible advantage so that ten or 
twenty yc ars from now if we happen to hear the oM familiar strains 
of "Iluil Alma Mater," thi' same thrill will run throiipli ns that has 
BO often run tlirough m in our under-graduate days, antl we shail 
feel that we have done something at least that will reflect credit

The tictual founder of Thessalontka was 
Cassander, who, about the year 815 
B. C, began the building of a city 
on the present site, and called it after 
his wife, a sister of Alexander the 
Ureal. 

It was, however, in Itoman times 
tliat the city reucheil tlie zenith of its 
i: reul!iess. U lay un the main line uf 
tile luiimiiiniratiiin between Uonie and 
the ea.-it, ami um tlie einjilre was ex- 
tended it ^tealllly Increased in Im- 
portuiue, both us a t;reat military an i 
a treat cummercial atation. The Via 
Ignatia of the Romans still traverses 
the city from east to west, between 
the Vardar Gate and the Calamertun 
Gate, and is still spanned by the Arch 
of Constantine, with Its ancient brick 
and sculptured marble. Then, scat- 
tered here and there throughout the 
town, are Roman remains, Roman in- 
scriptions, Roman statuary and the 
remains of a white marble portico, 
which tradition declares to be the en- 
tiaiue ii> ihe une-tlme famous and no- 
turiou.s lil|>poclrome. The Aya Sofia, 
tou. tlie «reat dome of wliicli is sucli 
a landmark in the city, is of Itoman 
ori-^'n, and was prolialdy built in tlir 
si.\th century hy .Justinian's faniou.-i 
ardiilcci, AnthemiUH. 

Like most cities and regions In that 
part of the world, during the centuries 
of Rome's decline, Salonika had a tu- 
multuous history. During the great 
iconoclastic struggles it stood soUdly 
In defence of linages, and suffered 
many things in consequence. In the 
seventh century the Macedonial Slavs 
sought, always however In vain, to 
capture the city ,and cnme analnst It 
anain and again. In the ninth cen- 
tury tlie attempt was nuuie, <in tlic 
part of the emperors, to divert all Hul- 
garlaii trade to Saloiiikii. which caus- 
ed the great Invasion of Simeon of 
UulKarla. Then, a century liiter, came 
the city's most ^rievous irlal, when the 
Saracens of Cyrenalca came against It, 
took it by Sturm, wrought havoc 
amongst Its public buildings, and car- 
ried off some 22,000 of the people Into 
slavery. And so it was always. Us 
moments of greaticst distlnctiofi were 
always connected with some such 
event. After the Saracens came the 
Norsemen from Sicily, besieging and 
capturing an<l InfllctlnB bitterness on 
all and sundry. 

During the la.^t centuries of tlie de- 
cay of the cmiilre, Salonika shareil in 
the trouble brouslit about by tlu- cor- 
nuJtlon then so prevalent everywhere. 
In 1"04 Baldwin, the comiiieror of Con- 
stantinople, conferred tlie "KinKdom 
of Salonika" on Honiface the Marquis 
of Montterrat. Twenty years later 
camo the despot of Bpirus, attacked 
the new kingdom, and had himself 
crowned king by the patriarch of 
Macedonian Bulgaria. Then, of course, 
there had to be the effort to win back 
what was lost, with the Inevitable re- 
sult that the claimants to the crown 
of Salonika multiplied. Finally the 
scramble became so open and un- 
ashamed that, In 12fifi we find the 
house of BurKundy receivlnB a fzr:\nt 
of the titular klnRdom from Balihviii 
11., when he was titular Kmperor, and 
some sixty years later It was sold by 
Kudes r\'. to I'hlllp of Tarentum, titu- 
lar Kmperor of Romania. 

When tl'.e Turks, under Murad IT., 
finally appenreil before the city, the 
Venetians had for pome time been in 
possession. The Inhabitants made a 
desperate resistance against Murnd's 
host, but to no purpose, and on Slay 
1st, 1430, the city fell, and there *t in 
that long era of Turkish rule which 
was finally ended only some three 
years ago, when, on the 9th of Novem- 
ber, 1913, Hassan TshMn. nnd 29 000 
men surrendered to Prince Consisntlfle 
of Greece, It was on Ihe next day 
that the Bulgarian eommander, Gen- 
eral Tndorov, srrlved before the city.

FOSTER ON CO OPERATION. 

There was that about the speech de- 
livered recently, by Sir G, K. *Foster, 
Canadian Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, in the historic Free Trade Hall 
in Manchester, which was particular- 
ly welcome at the present time. Sir I 
(ieorge's speech amounted to nn earn- I 
cj* plea for a fuller and more enllBht- \ 
ened co-operation thnniRh.ii! the 
liiillsh Kmp re after the war; but lie ; 
Wiis careful to Insist thai such co-op- I 
eration would only be pos.'sible if the j 
lessons of tlie past two years were | 
learned and acted on. It w;ih his most ( 
e.arnest wish, he said, and he believed 
it was theirs, that when the war was 
over, les!> partisanship should be 
Hhi.wn In all the units of the Empire, 
One of the lessons of the war would b j 
tn' teach them a better valuation of 
what was really good and what was 
trivial. Whilst they had their differ- 
ences', it was well to remember that 
ceribln things were higher than certain 
other things. 

Sir George then went on to urge 
tha'i. the first thing to be done was to 
try ard understand the great chanp;es 
that i hd laken place Wlthl'i (he l;!>Jt 
two years. I'nlesa they did that first, 
he .-. id. they w n.Id inis;. the whjl.^ 
viewpoint and standinB ground. They 
ha I chauKcd in tlieir individual cliar- 
nctel's iiiid Ideals, in their thoughts 
and methods of action; they were bet- 
ter .ind truer men and women than 
when the war began in August, 1914. 
Many prejudices had been burned out 
by the heat of war, and much Ignor- 
ance had been dispersed by the light 
tihcd cn things durtnj its continiinncp. 

Sir George Foster did not, of 
course, ncRlect the consideration of the 
preat economic questions Involved for 
the Empire In the settlement after the 
war; hut ho rightly recognized that 
the Just consideration of these fpies- 
tions would be greatly facllitaleil, and 
Indeed only thus rendered po.-sible, if 
foremost place wei-e plven to the larg- 
er lessons of the past two years. There 
are few (luestions, Indeed, that will be 
taken up at the point where they were 
"pigeonholed" two years ago. Many 
of them have already been settled in 
ways quite other than those antici- 
pated; many more never were ques- 
tions, and will be so seen; still oth- 
ers wilt, no doubt, with one consent, 
be taken up on entirely new buses, and 
everything in the pigeonhole attaching

Extracts from the latest letter of 
Archie L, Kichards, secretary of the 
Field Branch of the McGill Y. .M. C. 
A., at the front, describe a few of the 
activities of the Y. M. C. A. there, 

''With regard to a general report, 
you will most certainly get one within 
a week or so, but meanwhile the fol- 
lowing facts will be of interest. The 
social life has been well mantalnea, 
and no dlfflcult^f has been experienced 
in filling the hut twice— afternoons, 
patients; evening, personnel— for each 
concert or lecture. Bookings already 
run well Into October. At the Sab- 
bath evening services we have good 
crowds, and well-known preachers 
have visited us, e.g., Dr. Francis of 
Petrograd, Geo. A. Birmingham, Safe- 
ty of Glasgow, and Balee of Rdln- 
burnh. Our orchestra also partici- 
pates. The men's saving invested with 
UH now exceeds 10,000 francs, on over 
100 accounts. To keep pace with the 
demands for writing paper and en- 
velopes, a supply of sometimes over 
2,000 of each per day and about fiOO 
postcards has been required. Our pa- 
per must have gone all over the world, 
especially to Australia, New Zealand 
and South Africa. To one library I am 
making a strenuous effort to add an- 
other BOO volumes, which were we 
able to call all In from the wards would 
make 1.600 In all. -About 50 bales and 
boxes of magazines have been sent to 
lis from our Canadian National Coun- 
cil In London, and not only have we 
sought to feed our own wards and Y.

TENDENCIES IN LITERATURE.

COLLEGE SPIRIT. 

The what ami why of Collcgp Sjjirit ai'i- the two things about it 
•which appear imanswerable to the cue who cousiders this seeniiiigly 
simple phrase. It is easy enough for a College Mari*^l. understand 
it every time he watches tlie team representing his Alma Mater 
struggling with some other team for supreiiiaoy on the campus or on 
the ice. lie bristles with it at the mere insinuation that tlie standard 
of his eolU'iïe is not ai< higli as that of some other. But were you 
to ask liiin for tlie wliy or wherefore, lie would in ninety-nine cases 
out of a iiundred answer that ho didn't know. Possibly he niigiit 
say "Because I love my college." Is that a satisfactory answert 1 
hardly think so. AVIiat is it he loves? — Ilis eoilef^e. Very well, 
what is that? The name of the place? The fellows Î The faculty? 
No; just the college itself. He couldn't tell you what it is, for he 
does not know himself, but he is perfectly willing to go on the "grid- 
iron" or the ice, and fight until he drops, ruuing the risk of being 
maimed for life, or he is equally willing to spend weeks, even months, 
studying away, all by himself in his lonely room, that he may be 
able to do credit on the debating platform to the college ho loves 
so dearly. 

Some people may say: ''Well, as far as athletics go, he plays for 

the mere love of the game itself." But I think you will find on 
inquiry, that at least seventy-five per cent, of the college athletes 
do not play for the mere love of the game. If you ask almost any 
of them, if they play because they are foiul of it, they will answer: 
"No, I wouldn't play at all if it were not for the college." 

College Spirit, then, is that strange feeling which is immanent 
in every true eolletre man and which impels and incites him to the 
highest and noblest deeds. The words with which one seeks to 
explain it seems to elude one altogether. They may be "on the 
point of one's tongue," but just as they are about to be spoken or 
written, they suddenly jiass away. In fact it completely baffles 
description. And yet it is, beyond a doubt, the strongest motive 
force in a college man's life. 

Some of the men Avho eonu' to eollcgo are full of the spirit bo- 
fore they /ire half through their P'roslnuan year. Some, on the other 
hand, do not begin to know what it is until away on in the latter 
part of their Jimior year, or even perlmjis till their Senior year. To 
this latter class belong the fellows who come to college with only 
one idea in their head, namely, to study, — to study their classes and 
nothing more. They do not want to have anything to do with coll- 
ege life, and in this way they miss the best part of their education. 
Frequently here at McGill, wu have hud instances like this, and some 
of us here have heard these very men get up at Senior Supper and 
say that they would willingly j/ive half of their marks in elasses for 
a little bit of a record in athletics. Others say that they wish they 
had taken a more active part in the social life . Now I am not de- 
preciating the stuileiit at all for it is far, far from my thoughts to 
do anything of the kind, for I admire the man who does good work 
in his classes as well as anybody does. But the man who does noth- 
ing but that is not the kind of man that McGill wants, at any rate. 
Our Alma JIater wants to turn out the very best men in the country, 
and if she is to do this, the men must be "all-round" men. These 
are the men who will reflect credit on their Alma Mater. The men 
who have taken broad views at college, will take broad views in 
after life. 

Some people say, "Nonsense! This is an age of specialization 
when a man must concentrate his mind on a certain narrow path 
if he is to succeed." Well, that is true if your idea of success in life 
is limited to high attainment in one direction and one direction 
only. But it is .just throutrh this all too prevalent idea, that the re- 
spect and admiration for culture is gradually dying out. In the 
mad rush for w ealth and fame the studies of such subjects as Ancient 
History, Philosophy, and the Classics are being neglected and rele- 
gated to thi' liackjrroiind. If this thing is carried to its ultimate 
cud, it means that man will eventually become the equivalent of a 
mere machine, capable of doing one thing, or series of things and 
that only. The greatest advantage that a college education can 
liave, and the end M'hich it attempts to realize, is to broaden the 
mind. Wheif this result has been accomplished, then, and not until 
then, is it time to turn our attention to spfcializing. 

The man who, <lnring his course, has been full of Colh'^'c Spirit, 
is much more likely, when his student days are past and he has bi - 
corne 8 man of the world, to take a deeper interest in the govern- 
ment of his eonnfry and all other, and all other thbgs in which a 
l^ood citizen should take an active part. 

A man imbued with true College Spirit does not cease working 
for the welfare of his college when he graduates. Rallier his .sphere 
of labour enlarges. He must keep in mind that the people about 
him are watching him. criticizing him and forming their ideas of 
his Alma Mater to a larfje extent hy the kind of lifr' he lives and 
the success wliieli he attains. If he is anywhere within reasonalile 
distance of his I niver-sity he will keep on the look-out for men who 
intend studying for a profession and do all in his powej to persuade 
them to enter his pfirticular eollope iu preference to any other. He 
w ill also keep iu touch with the college life as much as possible 
hy kerjiing uj) his connection with the different societies and by 
becoming an ac^tive member of the Graduâtes' Society. 

A man should hold the honour of his AUna Mater as high as he 
hold.s his own. He should endeavour to keep her reputation as pure 
and un.sullied as his own. True Collej^e Spirit should give a man 
this feelinp. "Play to win; hut lose hoiioiirahly rather than win 
dishonourably" should be the motto of every college man. 

College Spirit,— lore of one's Alma Mater are thç things that 
should inspire a man to the noblest deeds. So let us foster what we 
have of this strange indescribable something, which we term 'Coll- 
ege Spirit,' and use it to the best possible advantage so that tèn or 
twenty years from now if we happen to hear the old familiar strains 
of "Iliiil Airna Mater," the same thrill will run throiiph us that has 
so often run through us in our under-graduatc days, and we shall 
feel that we have done something at least that will reflect credit 
onOldMeGjU. 



SALONIKA. 

Salonika, which has flsured so prom- 
inently, tor some time past. In the 
news ot the day. Is one of the old 

cities of the wd!-ld. Before Salonika 
there was Thrssalonika, the Thcssu- 
lonika of St. I'uul, and before 'riies.-ia- 
lonlka there waa Therraa. The site, in 
fact, at the head of the gulf of iàa- 
lonlka, on the great bay whose south- 
ern edge is formed by the Calamerian 
heights, is too obviously une for a sea- 
port not to have early found settlers. 
The actual founder of Thessalonlka was 
Cussander, who, about the year 313 
B. C, began the building of a city 
on the present site, and called it after 
Ills wife, a sister of Alexander the 
Ureal. 

it was, however, in Roman times 
tli:il the city reaohetl the zenith of It.- 
yri'uliieii.s. It lay on tlie in;iiii Une in 
the et»niiuunii.'ulutn belwecti Hume and 
the eUKl, and a.s llie empile was e.\- 
teiuled it btiiulily increased In Im- 
porianee, liuth a.s a treat inilitury an 1 
a great commereial station. The Via 
Ignatia of the Romans still traverses 
the city from east to west, between 
the Vardar Gate and the Calameriun 
Gate, and is still spanned by the Arch 
of Constantlne, with Us ancient brick 
and sculptured marble. Then, scat- 
tered here and there throughout the 
town, are Roman remains, Roman In- 
scriptions, Roman statuary and the 
remains of a white marble portico, 
which tradition ilecliives to be the en- 
iraiue to ilie one-linu- l':inii'ii.s and no- 
toriou.s liippodroine. The Aya !^ot'i;i, 
too. the ureat dome of which is sui :i 
a laiidinarU in the city, is of Koinan 
ori, ii. and was pn.o.,l.ly luiiU in the 
sixth i-entnry bj .liisllnian's famous 
architect, Antln-nilus. 

I.Ike must cilles and regions in that 
part of the world, during the centuries 
of Rome's decline, Salonika had a tu 
multuous history. During the great 
Iconoclastic struggles it stood solidly 
in defence of Injages, and suffered 
many things In consequence. In the 
seventh century the Macedonlul Slav.- 
sought, always however in vain, to 
capture the city .and came niiain.sl it 
aKuin and a^;.■^ill. In tli.' ninth cen- 
tury the attinipt wa.'i iiuuie. on tin 
part of the emiierors, to dUert all Hul- 
gariaii trade to Salonika, which caus- 
ed the Kreat ln\:isioii r.f .'^imeon of 
UulKuria. Then, a cenlury later, came 
the city's mo.st grievous I rial, when the 
Eiaracens of Cyrenaica came against it, 
took it by storm, wrought havoc 
amongst its public buildings, and car- 
ried oft some 22,000 of the people Into 
slavery. And so It was always. Its 
moments of grealfest dlstlnctlo|(i were 
always connected with some such 
event. After the Siiiacens came the 
Norsemen from Suily. bi'.si.KinK and 
capturing and infllciiMK biltenie.s.s on 
all and sundry. 

DurinK the la.-^t crniiuics of the de- 
cay of the empire, Sal' iiiKa .shared in 
the trouble bronKlit al ovit l>y the cor- 
ruption then no pri'Valelit evirywhere. 
In i::04 Italdw'n. the con(|iieror of Con- 
Klantini'pli . ci nrei rcd the "Kingdom 
of Salonika ' on Honiface the Marquis 
of Montferrot. Twenty years later 
came the despot of Ëpirus, attacked 
the new kingdom, and had himself 
crowned king by the patriarch of 
Macedonian Bulgaria. Then, ot course, 
there had to be the effort to win back 
what was lost, with the Inevitable re- 
sult that the clalmnnt.s to the crown 
of Salonika multiplied. Finally the 
scramble became pn oiien and un- 
ashamed that. In 12fifi we find the 
house of nurgiindy receivlni; a txrant 
ot the titular UlnRdom from T'.aldwin 
ir., when he was titular Kiniieror, and 
some sixty years later it was sold by 
Kiides TV. to l'hllip of Tarentum, titu- 
lar Kmperor of Romania. 

When tlip Tnrk.H, under Murad IT., 
finally appeared before the city, the 
Venetians had for some time been in 
pns.>!ession. The Inhabitants made a 
desperate resistance against Murad's 
host, but to no purpose, and on May 
Ist. 1480, the city fell, and there At In 
that long era of Turkish rule which 
was finally ended only some three 
years ago, when, on the 9th of Kovem- 
ber, 1818, Hassan T»h"In. and 2!» nno 
men surrendered to Prince ronsfnntlrte 
of Greece. It was on Ihe next day 
that the Bulgarian cmmander, Cen- 
ernl Todorov. nrrived before Ihe eltv.

FOSTER ON CO-OPERATION. 

There was that about the speech de- 
livered recently, by Sir O. K. 'Foster, 
Canadian Minister ot Trade and Com- 
merce, In the historic Free Trade Hall 
in Manchester, which was particular- 
ly welcome at the present time. Sir 
ileorge's speech amounted to an earn- 
er* plea for a fuller and more enlight- 
ened co-operiitinn throughout Ihe 
Ciilish i;mp le after the war; but ho 
wus careful to In.-^ist that such co-op- 
eration would only be possible If the 
lessons of the past two >ears were I 
leiiriK il anil acted on. It was his must ' 
earnest wish, he .said, and he believed 

it was tiii.irs. ih.'ii when the war was 
over, less partisanship should be 
slii.wn in all the units of the Empire. 
One of the lessons of the war would b) 
o' leach them a better valuation of 
what was really good and what was 
trivial. Whilst they had their differ- 
encep, it was well to remember that 
certain things were higher than certain 
ntliei things. 

Sir CiiTk'e then we at on to urge 
tha. the first thluK to bo done was to 
try ard understand the preat changes 
that ran laken pl.nee wllhln Ihe last 
two years. I'nless they did that first, 
he .-.ill. they ^v.li.l■i iiiis:. the w'ljlj 
viewpoint and standini; ground. They 
ha I cbanued in llieir Individual char- 
acters and hleals, in their thoUKhts 
and methods of action; they were bet- 
ter .ind truer men and women than 
wheii the war began In August, 1S14. 
Many prejudices had been burned out 
by tlie heat of war, and much ignor- 
ance had been dispersed by the light 
fchcd cn things durinj its continuance. 

Sir George Foster did not, of 
couriie, neglect the con.slderatlon of the 
Kreat economic questions involved for 
the Kmpire in the settlement after the 
war; but lu- riKlitly recognized that

ORIGIN OF THE 

TRIPLE ENTENTE 

WAS DISCUSSED 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

THE TRIPLE ENTENTE, 

Tlie determinlnR cause of I he Triple 
lliilcnte was the rise of I'an-Cerman- 
Isiii. declared Dr. Colby, tofielber with 
the famous leleRram of the Kaiser to 
Kruger after the ,laineson Raid. The 
rise of I'an-Germanlsm was evidenced 
In the acllvlly of the German Navy 
League, the passing of the German 
Navy Bill of 1900, the German occu- 
pation of Kalo-Chow. and the ambi- 
tion of Germany to control Conatan- 
tlnople. Thia latter ambition could 
not but be resented by Russia, hut so 
preoccupied was she with the proso- 
outlon of her designs in Manchuria, 
that It was not until l(i04 that action 
was taken. Meanwhile lOuKland and 
ilussia were still at odds, and the re- 
lations between KnKlnnd and l-'rance 
were ver.v stralneil; Indeed, tliey were 
on the ver^'e of war over the Kashnda 
question, etc. IJndoubtedly llip essen- 
tial cause of doing away with the bit- 
terness and rancour existinR t>etween 
England. Franee and Russia waa the 
Germany Navy Bill of 1900. The 
idea of an adjuatment of the difficul- 
ties between France and England was 
advanced by sections of the press of 
both countries, and the final recon- 
ciliation between the two paved fhr, 
way for the reconciliation between 
England and Itussla. The critical 
stage of these neROtiations dales from 
the first treaty between Knt-land and 
.lapnn In llmS, the averred oliject of 
which was to iireveiit the disiiiemlier- 
ment of China, but which was in 
reality designed lo thwart the desitm."» 
of fiermany. Fearing that France 
might be embroiled in the Russo-.lap- 
aneae war, which waa then threatened. 
French diplomate urged the adjust- 
ment of the existing difficulties 'with 
England, and thia waa brought about 
by the treaty of April 8, 1804. .This 
treaty was the ecn-ner-stone of the 
Triple Entente. The basis of the re- 
conciliation between FnRland and Rus- 
sia was the defeat of Itiissln In the 
war with .lapan. and her o.nseiiuent 
^iiisidrions <•( 'lernian a.hiie .iffered 
before the wnr ';< rmin .I' li'. iHes In 
the r:ast did n' l |il-:i-<. Unssia either, 
and this T' suited In tin- agreement be- 
tween l^nclîind anrl Uii-'«'I;i, 

In con'ludlnj: his lecture, fir. Colby

It is strange in im institution of learning, -where the sole aim is 

ostensi))ly tlie attainment of love of study aud the cultivation of 
scholarly habits, that anyone would-be held in repute for the ucglt-ct 
of these qualities.

We are not eoneerning ourselves with the ordinary class 
fixture who is well content with the last place well deserved, but 
of tluit (luasi aristocrai\v u{ •luiglit-have-beens' who lake },Mvat priile 
in the title talented but lazy.' These are quite familiar to every- 
one. Each class has in it a certain unmber of stars who refuse to 
tihine but who conl.l lead the elass if they so desired. The most 
maguificeut specimens are to be found in the lower years where the 
clouds of a multitude of examinations have not as yet had a chance 
to dim their lustre, aud where the free play of imagination lends 
a false magnitude to the size of tliose restful giants. 

It is very amusing to see how careful tiiey are to preserve their 
places in the firmament, of the University sphere; they allow but 
occasional rays of hrillianee to eseape in order that the eyes of the 
expectant world may not lose sight of them. There is always a 
certain charm surrounding the mysterious, and the air of indefiutt- 
ness in whieii these shifipird.s wrap themselves is tlie object of iiuieh 
speculatiou on the part of their compauious. liis avowed poten- 
tiality is made as much of as actual perfection and the possessor 
of this precarious talent is credited with more worth than those 
whose actual achievemeuts have proven their Avorth. As a student 
whom we knew once put it "By the help of Heaven and a few of 
the neighbours," they manage to make a few respectable marks 
and as soon as tlicse arc aniioiinced oi)enly announce that they will 
not do any work till next exam. Their ambition has been satisfied, 
and they settle back to resume the even tenour of their way. The 
eharacteristie of their suceessi's is brevity. Their suddenness and 
shortness produce the effect of a flash aud they are at ouce pro- 
nounced as brilliant. The success is never the result of a patient 
trial and that is just where the mystery of the whole Ihinj,' lies. 
People remark that they always knew these chaps were smart.

These talented pentlemen arc always popular for some inscrut- 
able reason; the trouble is that talent exists only in the imagination. 
Talent in the real sense of the term means more than a mere posses- 
sion of crude natiuid gifts; it is associated with work and discipline. 
Tile really talenteil person is not the one who eonld if he would; lu- 
is the one who will and does, — the one who can bring all his powers 
to focus upon his work. 

Why then do such students receive so much recognition from 
their fellows! Their influence is certainly uuhcaithful. Their 
apparent indifference to success and the seeming ease with which 
they reach their attainnn-nts have an attraction for younger students 
who get the habit of looking upon honest endeavour as a thing not in 
keeping with the splendor of achievement. This idea should not be 
allowed to gain a foothold in any community of students who intend 
their education to lu lp them alnnj,' in after life. Those who have 
not this intention have no place in a University.

An opportunity for the students of McGill to get a close range 
view of the work that the University is doing over in Europe through 
the Hospital was afforded them by Hir William Petorsou at the 
Koyal Victoria College yesterday afternoon when he delivered the 
annual Founder's Day address. We at home have heard' and rend 
about the work of the .Medical students at the front but a vivid 
description such as tliat n'wfn iiy the Principal yesterday is much 
more interesting than any mere written account could be. This 
remark is more true because of the fact that Sir William is keenly 
intcrcstctl not only in the work which is beiiif; (ioiic by a brancii of 
the University of which he is head, hut also in tlic very men who are 
creating the record to which McOill points with so much pride. 
Every stuilent here bristles with pride at what has been done and 
knows that the excellent work will go on as long as it is required. 



The first drill undrr the new rule of compulsory military train- 
in^r took plaeo la>t ni^rlit and the stinieiits turned out practically 
to a man. Those who predicted ilissutisfactiou were disappointed 
and tbe students themselves entered into the spirit of tbe thing with 
a heartiness wliii h is rriilly nothing to be surprised at in JIcGill men. 
The University has been doing all in its power to help in the present 
conflict and the students are only too willing to co-operate with the 
authorities in every jtossible way. There is one thing to be com- 
mended especially, aud which was tbe cause of a number of com[>ii- 
mentary remarks from those who lined the sides of the campus to 
view last nitrht s proceedings. This was the excellent mannei- in 
which the cirilliiic was carried out anil tlie way in which the officers 
managed to make so creditable a showing with men, the vast majority 
of whom were new to the intricacies of military manoeuvres. No 
eoinplaiiit whatever was heard as to the officers in cointiiaiid and the 
general opinion is that the first step in the organization of a crack 
battalion was made last evening. ■

On 
ilie fii.-i iveiiiiii; of my visit there 
must iiave been a certain 'liveUness' 
ut the front, for seventy patients 
came in. The lighter cases are the 
first to arrive; they are referred to 
as "walkers.* Then come the Utters" 
and last of all the severely wounded, 
on stretchers. I followed the first pa- 
tient from the reception room, where 
his card was made out. complete in 
every detail, and his case indexed, to 
the hath, and then to the ward. In 
the hathrooin the new arrival's kit is 
I'arefully rolleil up, after ids private 
and iH-i'sonui heloiininpis had been 
idaeeil in bis own safe keeping; it is 
after placed in the disinfector. The 
patient himself dons the hospital garb 
before entering his ward, but he will 
get his own kit back before he leavea, 
or something quite as good. The 
first care of the attendants, among 
whom X recognised many students In 
medicine, is to make the new arrivals 
comfortable for the night. After the 
Jolting of the railroad trains the first 
thing they need is rest, both for body 
and spirit: it will be time enough in 
the moiniiiK in most cases, tu do wliat 
may lie needful In the way of surgery.

"An arftty marches on its stomach, 
and no medical or other hospital could 
be tvell run without a good kitchen. 
This and other departments of the 
administration side, 1 had the oppor- 
tunity of InspcclinR under the mild- 
ance of tho yiiai lermasiei . whose 
great uhility and experience have made 
him one of Iht. most viiUiuble mem- 
bers of the unit. 'I'hc dally and week- 
ly e.\pense-ai iMilliit.s al e Kept w ith 
military as well as busini .>s e.vacli- 

tlie various 
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and many convalescents, too, on sub- 
jects connected with their work in the 
war. 

"In addition to the inspection of a 
hospital train and hospital ship, I 
visiteit also most of the other hospi- 
tals in Boulogne and neighborhood, all 
doing splendid work on similar lines. 
In one of them It was especic^lly in- 
teresting to meet and talk with a 
group of German wounded prisoners, 
whose quarters seemed to have been 
carefully selected so as to give them a 
good view of ths shipping which con- 
stantly passes between France a,nd 
that country which they fondly believ- 
ed — because they had been told — had 
been quite sealed up hy Uerman sub- 
marines. All these hospitals are de- 
semiiiK of the hlphest (iraise. But 
none of them hrouKht things so near 
to my heart as did my visit to the 
unit which 1 have made the subject of 
thi.s sketch. On the last day of my 
stay, two men were brought in be- 
lonslng to a Canadian regiment to 
which 1 had bidden good-bye but u 
short week previously at Bramshott. 
They had already received their bap- 
tism of fire. And they told me that 
one of their officers, personally known 
to me, had fallen a vietim to a Ger- 
man shell which had caught their last 
platoon Just as they were leaving the 
trenches. I see him before me now as 
I grasped his hand at Liphook sta- 
tion, and told him when I got back to 
Montreal 1 would tell his mother I had 
seen the last of him. Poor mother, and 
father, too! I have not yet been able 
to bring myself even to write to them. 

"All the hospitals, as I have said 
are dolns most maKnlficent work. But 
mine is a University hospital .officered 
by a largo staff of specialists, whoso 
high standing and power of co-ordina- 
ting science and medicine have given 
it almost a place apart. It was Utile 
wonder to me, and no small Joy, in 
hear It described by three of the 
highest authorities, speaking separ- 
ately and In different centres, as the 
'best unit In France.* " 
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land. They are en.«ily recognlzalde by 
their green jiaint and red cross de- 
vice: and ns they passed us, the 
troops on hiiard our sliijis cave us a 
cheer to hearten the iioor sufferers 
on their way to 'nilglily.' I have si>en 
siieh cargoes finally unload at Water- 
loo Stat ion', and nothing could surpass 
the loving cnre with which they are 
welcomed, or the respectful and sym- 
pathetic demeanour of the crowd as 
the ambulance vans pass by. 

Arrival at the Hospital. 

"Outside the harbour of Boulogne, 
one or two wrecks are easUy discern- 
ible. They once were ships tying 
peacefully at anchor, but In tho night 
an enemy torpedo had found its mark. 
Huch are the triumphs uf Uermany by 
sea! On the quay itself the first thing 
that strikes the eye Is the long array 
of Bngllsh and Canadian motor am- 
bulances, many of them donated by 
private assoc iatiipiis. They are part of 
nn organi-z-ed medical service, the 
proved efficiency of which IS ©tte of 
llie war's wonders. 

"I'riiin the lanillnu-stage I made 
my way after paying my rtispects at 
the lleadriuarters of the District Me*l» 
cal .staff -to No, 3 «leneral. Where Î 
was somewhat embarrassed to find 
that the commanding officer had giv- 
en up his own quarters to accommo- 
date me. Our hospital occupies a 
splendid situaUon at the back of the 
town In grounds covering several 
acres, fronting the main mad to Cal- 
ais. The luxuriant' foliage which is 
one of their marked features, is 
matched by tbe extremely jiretty and 
well-kept beds of flowers wlilih the 
staff -especially 4he nursing sisters - 
have made :i jioint of jiride at tbe en- 
trance to Ihe various huts and else- 
where. Tbe biilldincs. a|iart from the 
huts, are the ruins and rimalns of an 
old .lesult ccdlege. which waa partly 
destroyed by fire in ItST, and there- 
after largely demolished. It had been 
previonaly used as an Indian hospital; 
and the care taken by the British Oerv- 
emment «< Its dusky warrfora, even 
In death, was evldenred by a grave- 
yard and a crematorium at some dis- 
tance from the hospital. In which the 
rites of Hindoo burial had been seni- 
pulonsly f>hs<iTvel, and which la In- 
tended to be British properly forever.

the successful efforts for some re- 
duction of expenditure, and for vari- 
ous economies In what is likely to 
finish as a war of economy all round. 
1 must refer also to the work of the 
McUlll Y.M.C.A. Field Branch, which 
has been untiring In its efforts to 
provide comforts for the staff and pa- 
tients. In company with the O, C. 
and other officers of the unit, 1 took 
various trips to the town and neigh- 
borhood. Boulogne was once u walled 
city; you can walk arnund It and 
count Its lowers and lull t lemeiils. The 
old Chateau of the Counts of lioiilciKne 
I» now used .IS barra. Us, aii.l its cha- 
pel, cyy\)t aiel ilom;eon re well wmtli.'. 
of a visl'_. In ibe last iMioe.l wc> creat- 
ed some e iiiusemciil by asking our 
I'n neb sol.liet -gilide if he did not 
tliink it would be a good place for 
Willi, itn! Huch pleasantries are not 
ill-timed, for there le a look of sad- 
ness about the people, In spite of their 
grim determination, that eontrasts 
painfully with tbe usual gaiety of 
Krance. It struok me that two out 
of every three of the women were 
wearing black. This was painfully 
evident when one of the factories open- 
ed its doors foi the midday meal. In 
the near nelghlini lioml of this factory 
are the heartqnarters of the Canadian 
Ilod Cross in l-'rance. Here are stored 
all 111" miillifiii ions suiiplies which 
reach Houli.gue both from Canada and 
from I.iinilon. What iiii amount of 
loving care and foresight on the part 
of Ihe workers and contributors 
throughout the world Is represented 
In these stores! Nothing Seems to be 
lai king either in the way of medical 
nnd surgical supplies or creature com- 
forts. The need is so great that in 
the month of July the comforts re- 
presented a value of half a million of 
dollars. And no matter how full the 
warehouses may be. their whole con- 
signment Is cleared out and has to 
be renewed on an avers ge once n 
month. Ijet the workers In Canada 
and elsewhere continue their angelic 
efforts in the full confidence that every

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SOUND PROOF MUSIC ROOM. 

Evanston, til. — Northwestern Uni- 
versity has had constructed, and has 
recently put Into use, a building which 
Is believed to be the first of its kind in 
the world. It was preceded a year 
before by a cheap wooden experimental 
building which demonstrated the prac- 
ticability of the ideas involved, and it 
is now put irtto permanent form. It is 
a combination of sound-proof floors, 
watts and ceilings, forced warm nlr 
ventilation and hermetically sealed 
doors and windows, all Incorporated 
Into a music practice building for Ihe 
school of music of the university. The 
Ideas were evolved by Irving Hamlin 
serretary of the school of music. 

The paramount iicruUarity of the 
slriietiire consists In Its diminutive 
rooms— 2»* nf them— which measure 
sl.t hy nine feet, with ceilings nine feet 
high, hy which is effected a saving nf 
many thousands of dollars In first cost. 
The rooms are eminently usable, and 
liked by the students. Their practlCBT 
hlllty, however. Is only by reason of 
the peculiar construction of the doors 
—a patented Invention— which retard 
the transmission of sound from room 
to room supplemented, of course, by 
sound-proof partition walls. In their 
existing musle building It had been 
found that a sufficient remoteness nf 
one piano from another to furnish even 
a poor protection from sound of a 
neighboring piano required rooms of 
at least 1 3rt square feet of floor space. 
This requirement, comiiarerl with the 
,''>4 square feel of space in the rooms of 
the new building, easily dengonstrates 
the saving in first cost. 

Four different methods of sound- 
proofing the partition walls were 
adopted In different sections of the 
buildings, in order to learn their re- 
spective worths for fatore use in a 
large jftueie building which it «s hoped 
may be forthcoming. The materials 
used were llth hoard nnd retted lino- 
felt, double ply and single ply quilt, 
hair felt, gypsum blocks and ground 
cork. No lath or plaster a|>pears in the 
building, except in that section where 
gypsum liloeUs were userl, in « hleh 
ease a thin coat of plaster was applied 
to the blocks, merely to give « smooth 
surface. Dtherwlse one-Inch yellow 
pine sheathing was used, this being 
iiovered with burlap. An Interesting 
variation. foT aconsticat experiment, 
was that the buriaj) was in some cases 
glued to the wall and in others mere- 
ly hung in the manner of tapestried 
wans 

The windows are double, the Inside 
one belag hermetically sealed, the 
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outside one Iveliig hinged outwardly for 
eonviulenee in cleaning. At a dis- 
tance of feet from the building the 
:'.s iiiaiios i.in barely he heard, thus 
amply protecting the neighboring prop- 
erty from sound-Intrusion. 



CHAIR IN RUSSIAN, 

The Increased interest In Russia and 
Its affairs manlfesied in the T'nited 
Kingdom is typified by the offer of 
a sum of £10,000 for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a chair of 
Itussian language and literature at the 
University of Leeds. This generous 
offer has been made by 81r James 
Koberts. Hart., proprietor of Saltaire 
Mills. In his letter to the vice-chan- 
cellor Sir .lames states that he Is of 
opinion tli.it It woulil be an illusion 
to expert that n.lequate advantage 
could be taken nf Kus.^^la ns an outlet 
for manufactures unless I'.rilain could 
be represented there b,\ lirilish rep- 
resentatives, equipped with a knowl- 
edge of the llus.slan language. 

"I am ao convinced of our national 
need in this matter," he continues, 
"that I am constrained to offer to 
hand over to the t^nlverslty of Leeds 
the sum of £10,000 for the foundation 
and maintenance of a p^^ofessorshtp of 
the Ru.sslan language and literature, 
tills sum to be funded and the Income 
to he applied solely for the malnlen- 
nnce of the chair." 

At a meeting of tbe ii.iiiiril of the 
university, the following resolution 
was una nimoifily aii..pted, and it was 
afterwards eonf irni'-.l at a special 
meeting irf the seu.'tf.-; 

With a urateful sense nf the oppor- 
tuneness of his gift, the ci.iincll ac- 
cepts Sir .lames Hoberts' munificent 
benefaction, and undertakes that. In 
accordance with his wish, the capital 
sum shall be Invested by the univer- 
sity and the income devoted solely to 
the maintenance of the chair. 

The council asks leave to aasoetate 
the name of the donor in perpetuity 
with the new prt>fessorshlp. the estab- 
lishment of which, at 1 eritieal time 
In the history of tbe war. has an in- 
ternational slgniriraiii e. and will en- 
able the university t" M.l. rt ake. with- 
out delay, a new \\ ii: • :i behalf of 
the educational and commercial in- 
terests of Yorkshire.

Here- 
after there will be 10 women students 
Included in the government group 
each year. ^ 

.The tendency of the government stu- 
dents to specialize In technical, In- 
dustrial and economic subjects is em- 
phasized even more than in former 
years, the significance of this being, 
accordinK to Dr. T. T. Wonp, head of 
the Chinese educational mission to the 
United Slate.i. that the Chinese gov- 
ernment realizes, more than ever, the 
necessity of equipping as soon as pos- 
sible, a large body of its .vouiik men 
and women with a Knowledge of the 
Industrial arts nnd an nniler.slandlntf 
of the theory of fimdamcntal econo- 
mics. 

Subjects to be studied by these stu- 
dents are as follows: Atrricuilure, in- 
cluding the related subjects of ento- 
mology, forestry, horticulture, animal 
husbandry, and 'cotton growing; in- 
dustrial chemistry. Including ceramics 
and ceramic engineering; architecture; 
mining engineering; metallurgy; eco- 
nomics; political science, including di- 
plomacy, and education. 



The Initial parade of the McGill 
ContiuKent of the Canadian Offlcer.s' 
Training Corps was so splendidly and 
orderly conducted that this year's Bat- 
talion will in ail probability establUV.i 
a precedent In the annals of our unit. 

The parade wa.s called to attention 
exactly at thu prc-urranged hour of 
7:45, and from this moment until first 
post sounded the greatest order was 
maintained. This was entirely due to 
tile foresight of the O. C, Adjutant 
and Company Commanders in retain- 
ing a number of the best qualified 
subalterns and N.C.O.'s of the Sum- 
ber Battalion, and last year's C. O. 
T. C, who could forthwitli take im- 
mediate charge of the recruits. Great 
difficulty might have been encount- 
ered, as with such a large number of 
students possessing varying degrees of 
military training, the task of so di- 
viding them as to have the greatest 
efficiency in battalion formation is 
quite a problem, On*the "fall In" be- 
ing sounded, however, the students fell 
in on the left of the regularly station- 
ed N.C.O.'s, acting as markers, and 
after the men were properly aligned, 
letalned discipline throughout the 
paraile. 

Al the outset Capt. and Adjutant J. 
C. Simpson addressed the parade, and 
imbued the men with the tact that 
punctuality was one of the first pre- 
re(nilsites for a thriroufîhly trained 
man, and that the O.T.C. would fos- 
ter such an asset by commencing on 
the dot. The officers took over their 
private parades and carried on until 
the 10 minute Intermission, at which 
time a slight novelty was introduced. 

While the men stood easy and 
smoked, the Fife and Bugle Bands of 
the Battalion paraded the campus, and 
e.\pellpd any weariness by the familiar 
strains of "Dublin Bay," and a series 
of iiufc'le calls. 

At 9:45 the parade assumed the 
close battalion formation, whereupon 
the Adjutant informed the men that 
there were several vacancies In the 
SlKnalliUK Section, the Scout Section, 
the Hand and the Musketry Instruc- 
tor.s' Squad, and to which vacanclca 
men of the different companies might 
transfer by making application through 
their O. C. Comp.'iny, or to himself 
direct before Monday. 

BrlBadicr-General Starke, O. C, Mc- 
Gill Contingent C. O.T.C... in a few 
well-chosen and fitting words, express- 
ed his every wish for the success of 
the unit, and was profuse in his as- 
surance of his willingness not only to 
dcvoto his energies to development of 
the Battalion as a whole, but also 
would bo "glad of the opportunity to 
aid any member in his personal mili- 
tary career." 

The ])ractlce was last night adopt- 
ed, due pcrha|>s to the increased effi- 
ciency cif the band, of playinn the Nu- 
llonal Anthem before dismissal, which 
luactice Is nndoulitedl.v a mo.st com- 
Tnendablc one. 

TliiM year should really prove an 
epoch maliUiK one in the C. O. T. C, 
us there are now so many well (luall- 
fled men In the ranlts, whicli will fos- 
ter an esprit de corps far surpassing 
that of other years, Inter-company 
rugby and other sports will be en- 
couraged, which Will aid materially In 
unifying and consolidating not only 
the battalion, but also the student 
body. 

Minor details of the further and 
minuter organization of this unit will 
appear regularly in the Daily, and stu- 
dents are cautioned to keep well in 
touch, for an absence from more 
than one-fifth of the aggregate num- 
ber of paraaes will disqualify a man 
in his academic year.

QUALITY MAINTAlNEb FOR OVER 30 YLARS.; 
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It Is to be pointed out that registra- 
tions for the 1916-17 session, are 
still being made, and it seems quite 
possible that a total of 600 students 
will be fiiuilly on the register before 
registratiun closes. 

Directly Due te War. 

The big decrease in registration this 
year as compared with last can bo 
traced directly to the war, and If the 
students continue to flock to the colors 
at the same rate as they have done In 
the pa.sl, then Manitoba will shortly 
be facing a session which, like that nf 
Oxford and Cambridge, might be 
termed a women's dormitory. Kach 
session since 1914 has seen a big in- 
crease In women students, and more 
are dally enrolled at the University. 
Last year there were 120 women stu- 
dents. To-day there are about 160, 
and indications are such that, soon the 
majority of students at the University 
will be women. 

Since the war started well over SCO 
students, of the University have enlist' 
ed, as also have eight members of the 
fncult>% inculdlng I'rofessors Feather- 
stonhaffigh and M. V. MacLean, As- 
sistant i'rufessor Cameron, from the 
Physiology Department; Flenley, from 
the History Department; Dr. Wilson, 
of the Mathematical Department, and 
nr. H. P. Armes, of the Chemistry 
Deparlmeiit. 

An interesting feature of this year's 
Bosiiion is the fact that there is no 
fifth year class in medicine. A spe- 
cial fifth year course y/ns conducted 
during the summer months after the 
•\prll examlnatlon.s were closed, and 
the fourth year students of the ISlfi- 
16 session, who would have comimsed 
this session's fifth year class, were 
enabled tv complete their Course in 
medicine. This was done in order to 
allow all the students to follow out 
their great desire and proceed on ac- 
tive service as soon as possible. Sev< 
eral of the students attending the sum- 
mer course had been In France, and 
had retuyied to the University in or- 
ner to secure thefr degrees. 

Faculty Appréciative, 

The faculty of the University has 
been greatly stirred by the sacrifice 

which so many of the students have 
made' in giving up their university 
carper at the end of three years and 
rnllstint,- In the C.i:.!''. It is Impos- 
sible to find nut (he exact number of 
young men so inspired, but they 
donned the khaki when another year 
nt the I'niversity wnnld have gained 
for them their deprees. The ITniver- 
slty f'nunrll, however, felt that a duty 
was imposed ui)on them to grant 
these young men their degrees, feeling 
that although they did not actually 
qualify scholostlcally, their patriotic 
action fully warranted them to grad- 
uation. 

Xtartng thé last session Professor 
Wallace directed the training of the 
University Contingent of the Canadian 
Officers' Training Corps. Approxim- 
ately 650 students of the Unlversty 
and Agricultural College enrolled for 
training, and It Is estimated that near- 
ly one-half of this number tmve en- 
listed, the majority with the I'tKlh 
(Wentern Unlversltle-S) battalbui. The 
corps also supplied a mriie i iiinbrr 
(if reeni'ts for the lltli ' leld Ai.ibii- 
lance. Another contlnçent will be 
trained thia winter, and ladleatlona

Nowadays it Is almost impossible 
to pass along a crowded street with- 
out noticing on tlie breast of some sol- 
dier's tunic a strip or more of cidored 
ribbon. 

The ribbons mean, to the wearer a 
great deal, for they represent the fea- 
tures of his military career. Kach 
strip has a special significance; it 
may mean a reward for some act of 
personal gallantry in the field, or for 
.serving In some campaign, or for long 
service, or for being present on some 
great ceremonial occasion. 

Most people know all this, but few- 
can tell the meaning of each rilibon. 

The ribbon most coveted by thi' 
British soldier is. of course, the red 
ribbon of the Victoria Cross. This 
Is, Indeed, the red badge of courage, 
and it proclaims In silent I >ut elo- 
quent language that the wearer has 
been in the Valley of Death, and has 
there, by Immortal heroism and de- 
votion, earned the right to wear the 
cross of bronze. 

There are over a hundred British 
medals and ribbons, but there are 
only mentioned those that one is like- 
ly to see worn at this time. A red 
ribbon with dark blue edgings of about 
1-4 Inch wide Is that of the Uistin- 
guished Service Order. This is 
awarded only to officers of commis- 
sion rank, as is also the Military 
Cross, the ribbon of whicli Is blue, 
with a white centre. Blue, white, 
blue, each stripe of even width. 

A red ribbon with a black centr^ 
red, black, red, eaèh stripe of even 
width, is that of the Distinguished 
Conduct Medal, which is awarded to 
non-commissioned officers and men. 

Coronation Medals. 

The King Kdward Coronation Medal 
ribbon Is black with a red centre, and 
narrow white edgings. The King 
George Coronation and Durbar Medal 
ribbon Is blue with two narrow red 
stripes in the centre. 

The ribbon of blue and white stripes 
of even width la that given for ser- 
vice In Egypt from 1882 to 1889. 

A yellow ribbon with three narrow 
blue stripes Is the award for service

A red ribbon with two dark blue 
stripes is the Indian General Service 
Award for service, 1862 to 1895. 

A red ribbon with two green stripes 
is the Indian General Service Award, 
fS98 to 1902. 

A dark green and yellow ribbon with 
a very narrow pink line on the green 
next to the yellow is for service in the 
Sudan, 1896-7. 

A ribbon very often seen is the 
Soutli African Award; there are two 
for the war and one for general ser- 
vice. The ribbon with a red border 
1-4 Inch wide, two ^lack stripes,^ and 
a yellow centre Is the one known as 
the Queen's. The King's Ribbon, from 
left to right, is yellow, white, green. 
The General Service Ribbon Is yel- 
low with dark green border, and two 
paler green narrow stripes. 4 

The red ribbon with narrow white 
edgings Is given for long 'service and 
good conduct. 

A idain green ribbon Is the Volun- 
teer Decoration, and the Volunteer 
Long Service Medal ribbon Is of a 
darker shade of green. 

The dark green ribbon with a yellow 
centre Is the one given for Terri- 
torial efficiency. 

The plain blue ribbon Is that of the 
Khedive's Star. 



The yellow with light blue centre, 
yellow, blue, yellow, each stripe of 
even width, Is the ribbon for service 
In Egypt, 1896 to 1905, and is known 
as the Khedive's Medal.
